WASHINGTON, May 14 (AP)— 
The Supreme Court today de- 
cided the Taft-Hartley Act re-

The court disagreed with a 
ruling by the National Labor Re- 


lations Board that the oath re- 
quirement applies only to union 
groups which take part in col- 
lective bargaining and are em- 
powered to call strikes. 

The Supreme Court at the same 
time rejected an NLRB conten- 
tion that an employer has no right 
to a court finding as to whether 
union officers have properly com- 
plied with the affidavit require- 


of beef dropped in price in St. 
Louis retail stores today, as price 
ceilings became effective, but top 
grades were higher, a survey by 
the Post-Dispatch disclosed. 
Retailers, large and small, pre- 


dicted there would soon be a 
shortage of the cheaper grades of 
beef as consumers begin taking 
advantage of the lower prices and 
avoid the higher-priced cuts. 

The ultimate result, retailers 
said, will be a general shortage 
of beef, since the industry won't 
sell the cheaper meat at prices it 
considers unprofitable while con- 
sumer resistance leaves the choice 
cuts on the counter. 


Hamburger - was down at least 
5 cents a pound both in super- 
markets and in the small retail 
stores. Under the new ceilings, 
choice porterhouse steaks, top 
sirloin and other top grades were 
up from 15 to 30 cents a pound 
in the smaller establishments. 

The supermarkets, which are 
in a separate class for the new 
price ceilings, reported only a 
small increase for their top 
grades and; in some instances, no 
increase at all.

Retailer Criticizes Ceilings. 

One retailer declared the price 
ceilings were entirely unneces- 
sary. He said consumer resist- 
ance to high prices was “very 
strong” and would in itself take 
eare of the situation. 

The beef ceiling is the first 
dollar-and-cents maximum to be 
placed on any major consumer 
item since World War II controls 
ended. 

The ceilings vary according to 
the quality and cut of beef, size 
of the store and the area of the 
country in which the meat is sold. 

On the average, the prices 
should be about what the house- 
wife has been paying since Janu- 
ary, the Office of Price Stabiliza- 
tion announced. } 

In Chicago today, Assistant 
OPS Director Edward F. Phelps 
said new regulations probably 
would be issued on frozen food 
prices at both wholesale and re- 
tail levels.

Shortly after 2 p. m., the Navy 
cargo shop Thuban docked at 
Norfolk with six stretcher cases 
and 115 walking survivors aboard. 
The Thuban docked 15 minutes 
after the Thomas Tracy came 
slowly into Hampton Roads har- 
bor. Observers saw no traces of 
fire or smoke. 

The fire on the Valcour was 
extinguished by 12:45 p. m., ac- 
cording to Navy spokesmen. An 
hour later, salvage vessels were 
trying to bring the ship into port. 
They hoped to get it in safely 
without having to beach it. That 
would become necessary if the 
seaplane tender guus sinking. 

The Valcour had a 10-foot gash 
below the water line in its star- 
board quarter. It was struck 
there by the Thomas Tracy. 


Navy spokesmen said some of 
the Valcour’s crew members 
jumped over the side immediately 
after the collision. Four doctors 
with medical supplies rushed to 
the scene in a PT boat from the 
Norfolk Naval Base.

Defense Secretary George C.

Another bill would make the 
theft of narcotics à felony, re- 
gardless of the value of the drugs 
taken. This proposal is aimed at 
the thefts of carcotics from hos- 
pitals, drug stores and physicians’ 
offices and automobiles. 
Because the legal volue of nar- 
cotics stolen by drug addicts and 
peddlers is often less than $30, 
such thefts generally are punish- 
able only as misdemeanors, and 
carry a relatively light penalty. 
The third bill tentatively ap- 
proved would declare marijuana 
a noxious weed, and require its 
destruction by the owners or ten- 
ants of property where it was 
found. Failure or refusal to de- 
stroy the growth would be a mis- 
demeanor, and police would be 
empowered to kill the plants. 
The three bills are the first of 
eight pending criminal code re- 
vision measures to be perfected 
by the Senate. They are based 
on recommendations made by 
witnesses before the Senate’s spe- 
cial subcommittee on crime.

Still resentful of the Administration’s oppos!- 
tion to the ill-advised McCarran Internal Se- 
curity Act, Senator ‘McCarran. has now forced 
the resignation of President Truman’s 
sion on Internal Security and Individual Rights 
without having permitted that body to function 
for even a single day. 

The group, headed by Adm. Chester W. Nim- 


itz, was appointed last January to study the 


difficulties involved in protecting the United 
States against espionage, subversion and sabo- 
tage without violating the fundamental guaran- 
tees of the Constitution. The McCarran law 
made this study mandatory. 8 

But while the House approved the set-up 
without objection, McCarran seized on a techni- 
cality to block it in the Senate Judiciary Com- 
mittee. He refused to grant an exemption from 
the law which requires all those doing any 
work for the Government to divorce themselves 
from all interests doing business with the Fed- 
eral establishment. In general, this is a very 
salutary provision, but exemptions have been 
granted in cases in which citizens could not 
fairly be asked to make extra sacrifices because 
they voluntarily agreed to render extra services.

Despite the obvious answer to this question, 
rural legislators are holding in committee the 
bill which would permit the St. Louis Board of 
Education to,set up a more unified system of 
administration. As Will Schwehr, president of 
the School Board, points out, Kansas City has 
been given the benefit of such a system. Why 
can’t the boon be extended to St. Louis? No 
rural community would be affected. 

This is so much a St. Louis matter that there 
is a strong suspicion that the rural legislators 
are acting as fronts for certain St. Louis poli- 
ticians. Certainly, the St. Louis delegation in 
Jefferson City has made no serious effort to 
have this bill enacted. Yet the voters of St.

If the Army retires Lt. Gen. Albert C. Wede- 
meyer at the age of 53, it should be for very 
special reasons.

6 For an Airport Decision 


Is St. Louis to develop a second airport across 
the river a few minutes south of the MacArthur 
Bridge? The ‘question is squarely before the 
Darst Administration now that Sverdrup. & 
Parcel, consulting engineers, have issued their 
report on the practicality of the idea of adapting 
the Parks Metropolitan Airport into St, Louis’ 
airport plan. 3 

Although the engineers do not argue either 


Way, their conclysion is that development of a 


St. Louis airport at Parks would be feasible.” 
They say that two non-intersecting runways 7500 
feet long would need to be built, along with an 
administration center and other buildings. The 
cost of these is estimated at $20,643,000. Other

with respect to airport needs and to do it with 
an airport on the Illinois side of the river. 

The Post-Dispatch has often cited the advan- 


tages of having an airport a short run from the 


downtown business and hotel district. Anyone 
who has flown.in and out of. Kansas City knows 
What it mearis to have a landing field close to 
the business section. One of the embarrass- 
ments of air travel is that part of the time 
saved by flying is lost by long, slow trips be- 
tween the business centers and airports at the 
two ends of the flight. 

What are-the disadvantages which should be 
weighed against the advantage of saving in 
travel to and from downtown? Now is the time 
to bring them all forth. It will not be long 
before the area around the Parks field will be 
taken for industrial uses. No one should expect 
that the question can be laid over for another 
five years. Or for that matter for another 12 
months. 

We think that the Municipal Airport Commis- 
sion should promptly take up the issue with a 
resolve to come to the best possible decision. 
for St. Louis. Certainly the Airport Commis- 
sion should approach the idea with the sympa- 
thy which the Darst Administration has shown 
for getting on with the airport advancement. 

If St. Louis could look ahead 25 years, the 
city might well be busy developing not one new 
airport but several. It might be ringing the 
city with airports, as for example, Paris is sur- 
rounded with flying fields. 

This is a decision for St. Louis in terms of 
the city it intends itself to be. It is worth 
noting that four of the five major airlines oppose. 
a passenger service field on the Illinois side, 
but it is hardly to be expected that these views 
represent any detailed projec#ion of St. Louis 
into the future. 

A truly major decision confronts the City 
Hall. The only way to approach it is to see it 
with a view as big as the problem itself. 
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Personal Politicsin Panama 

The career of Dr. Arnulfo Arias, deposed 
President of Panama, is a story of personal 
ambition and constant turmoil and Panama 
should be more peaceful without him. 

Arias was educated as a physician in the 
United States but was never too sympathetic 
with this country. His extreme nationalism 
was understandable in view of early American 
interventions in his country. But his ideology 
included a contempt for e procedure, 
and it was this that brought 

Arias first became President in 1940, 5 
deposed the next year. Since then, Panama 
hag averaged one revolt or attempted revolt a 
year, with Arnulfistas mixed in many of them. 
In 1949 Arias was restored to power by a coup 
engineered by the national police. chief, Col. 
Remon, formerly his bitter enemy. Our State 
Department expressed “profound shock.” 

Col. Remon, a man of fluctuating friendship, 
has now deposed Arias again. But the police 
were in no position to defy popular feeling. 
Arias had provoked a general strike by his 
sudden effort to rule by decree, to restore dic- 
tatorial powers of the 1941 constitution, and 


_to defy both courts and Congress. 


Panamanians have now indicated that they 
wish to live under their democratic constitution 
of 1946, and without Arias. This is a defeat for- 
old-style personal politics, and it may be a little 
progress toward constitutiqnal maturity.

American Legion National Commander Earle 
Cocke Jr. expressed many irresponsible ideas in 
his speech at the anniversary celebration of the 
Legion’s founding here.

McCarran the Wrecker : 
Still resentful of the Administration’s opposi- 
tion to the ill-advised Internal Se- 
curity Act, Senator McCarran has now forced 
the resignation of President Truman's Commis- 
sion on Internal Security and Individual Rights 
without having ‘permitted that body to function 


for even a single day. 
The group, headed by Adm. Chester W. Nim- 


itz, was appointed last January to study the 


difficulties involved in protecting the United 
States against espionage, subversion and sabo- 
tage without violating the fundamental guaran- 
tees of the Constitution. The McCarran law 
made this stady mandatory. 

But while the House approved the set-up 
without objection, McCarran seized on a techni- 
cality to block it in the Senate Judiciary Com- 
mittee. He refused to grant an exemption from 
the law which requires all those doing any 
work for the Government to divorce themselves 
from all interests doing business with the Fed- 
eral establishment. In general, this is a very 
salutary provision, but exemptions have been 
granted in cases in whieh citizens could not 
fairly be asked to make extra sacrifices because 
they voluntarily agreed to render extra services. 

One may be sure, however, that Senator Me- 
Carran was not interested in the merits of the 
exemption. Considering his obstructionist. rec- 
ord, it is clear that he was ready to seize on 
anything to prevent the functioning of this com- 
mission. This is another example of McCarran 
the Wrecker in action. 

President Truman has been reluctant to accept 
the resignations. And the nation does need a 
thorough examination of all the loyalty tests 
and exclusion orders which have proliferated in 
the last few years. National security must be 
safeguarded, but the Constitution must also be 
protected. So it is to be hoped that thére are 
enough men on Capitol Hill, especially in the 
Senate, who will make sure that the President's 
goal is attained. 
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Why Blame Television? 


Some Chicago dress manufacturers have been 
forced out of business, and one factor they blame 
for this is—naturally—television. Television is 
being blamed these days for about everything 
but the war in Korea. It’s ridiculous. 

When attendance drops at sporting events or 
movies, the athletic promoters and movie makers 
do not ask themselves whether their products 
are good or bad. They only cuss television. 
Juvenile delinquency also is blamed on TV, 
though there has been no huge rise in delin- 
quency during the Television Age, and in any 
case TV keeps the kiddies at home, and presum- 
ably out of trouble. 

Racketeers use television as an.excuse not to 
testify before Senators.  iilystrates 4 com- 
mon idea that TV tah be blämed for the events 
it merely portrays. And any economic trend can 
be traced in some mysterious way to the rise 
of this new scientific gadget. 

Now there is absolutely no doubt that televi- 
sion is having a tremendous effect on American 
life, but that effect is worth a little thoughtful 
study, not just defamation. Television can hard- 
ly be made a genuine 100 per cent scapegoat for 
every economic difficulty and personal failure. 
Might as well blame sun spots. 
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Our Schools and the Legislature 


Who has the moral right to say how St. Louis 
should conduct its school business? A cabal 
of rural legislators? Or the people of St. Louis? 

Despite the obvious answer to this question, 
rural legislators are holding in committee the 
bill which would permit the St. Louis Board of 
Education to,set up a more unified system of 
administration. As Will Schwehr, president of 
the School Board, points out, Kansas City has 
been given the benefit of such a system. Why 
can’t the boon be extended to St. Louis? No 
rural community would be affected. 

This is so much a St. Louis matter that there 
is a strong suspicion that the rural legislators 
are acting as fronts for certain St. Louis poli- 
ticians. Certainly, the St. Louis delegation in 
Jefferson City has made no serious effort to 
have this bill enacted. Yet the voters of St. 
Louis have manifested their interest by their 
votes in recent school elections. 

Mr. Schwehr has called on the St. Louis 
legislators, especially those in the State Senate, 
to get the unit control bill out of the Educa- 
tion Committee and onto the law books. The 
performance of every. local legislator will be 
most closely watched. Those who do not 
measure up certainly should be marked for 
defeat when and if they seek re-election. 

This bill represents an effort to conduct the 
taxpayers’ business more efficiently and more 
economically. It represents an effort to stretch 
the taxpayers’ dollars as far as possible. There- 
fore no legislator can be honestly opposed to 
it. And those who do not work actively for 
its enactment owe their constituents an expla- 

nation mighty hard to make. | 
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Army Retirement at 53? 

If the Army retires Lt. Gen. Albert C. Wede- 
meyer at the age of 53, it should be for very 
special reasons. A general of three-star rank in 
his early fifties should have at least seven to 
10 years of valuable service ahead of him. Gen. 
Wedemeyer’s experience as a commander in 
the Far East, as head of the special mission 
to China and Korea in 1947 and in Washington, 
where he was Deputy Chief of Staff, all qualify 
nim for important duty in these uncertain times, 

It is no argument at all to say that Gen. 
Wedemeyer should be retired because his report 
on Korea was so long withheld from publica- 


tion. Virtually all of his recommendations were 


adopted. All things considered, Gen.. Wede- 
meyer was probably surprised at how many of 
his proposals were put into practice. 

Gen. Eisenhower is back on active duty and 
may stay in uniform indefinitely.

Canada’s Contributions.

The midday meal is perha 
even more t than the 
evening meal, Many of the shops 
close for two hours at noon so 
that owner and employes can 
either go home for luncheon or 
take plenty of time for enjoying 
a good meal at a restaurant. Food 
is considered too important to be 
devoured in a few minutes. There 
is no such thing as a quick 
luncheon in France. 

While French cooking has the 
reputation in this country of be- 
ing expensive and elaborate, this 
criticism is unjustified. Great 
care is exercised in the selection 
of the food that is bought in 
quantities, (only enough for one 
day) and the food itself is treated 
respectfully whether it is pre- 
pared in the home kitchen or in 
the restaurant. Fish comes every 
day from the sea coast, and in 
the fine restaurants such as 
Prunei’s, if any is left over, it is 
discarded. There is another 
French proverb, again roughly 
translated, which advised “Eat 
your fish while it is yet fresh, 
and marry your daughter while. 
she is yet. young.” The French 
are practical people. The recipes 
given today are from “Tante 
Marie’s French Kitchen,” the 


translation of which is published 


by Oxford and which is the 
standard cook book of all France. 


Normandy Sole. 


Two and one-half pounds sole, 
two tablespoons butter, one cup 
water, one cup dry white wine, 
twelve mussels or clams, twelve 
large mushroom caps, ten oysters, 
ten shrimps, two tablespoons but- 
ter, two tablespoons flour, one 
egg yolk, fried croutons, several 
sprigs of parsley. 

Prepare the sole, removing both 
skins. Combine water, wine, and 
butter in a large pan. Bring to 
the boiling point and add the sole, 
mushrooms, mussels or clams, and 
oysters. Simmer 20 minutes. Re- 
move the sole carefully and place 
in an oven-proof platter. Drain 
the rest, but save the liquor. In 
another pan, melt the butter and 
stir in flour, allowing it to cook 
until light brown in color. Stir 
constantly with a wooden spoon 
to prevent burning. Add % cup of 
the liquor in which the fish has 
been cooked. If the sauce is too 
thick, add more liquor. Thicken 
with egg yolk by diluting with 1 
tablespoon water and stirring into 
sauce, and pour the sauce over 
the fish. Place the mushrooms, 
oysters, and clams or. mussels on 
the fish and bake 15 minutes in a 
350 degree oven. Meanwhile fry 
shrimps and croutons in butter 
and use as a garnish. Decorate 
with sprigs of parsley. 


Veal Chops in Buttered Paper. 


Eight thin veal chops, one- 
fourth cup olive oil, two teaspoons 
chopped parsley, two teaspoons 
chopped onion, two teaspoons 
chopped chives, four tablespoons 
chopped mushrooms, salt and pep- 
per, unglazed paper, butter. 

Marinate the veal chops in the 
olive oil for twelve hours. Com- 
bine parsley, onion, chives, and 
mushrooms. Cut eight pieces of 
unglazed paper—your best sta- 
tionery is not too good for this— 
large enough to envelop the chop 
and have a margin for overlap- 
ping. Spread the papers with 
butter and sprinkle with a layer 
of the herb mixture. Place a chop 
on each paper, cover with another 
layer of the herb mixture. 
Sprinkle generously with salt and 
freshly ground black pepper. Fold 
the paper over the chop so that 
no steam or juice will escape. 
Scotch tape is not traditional but 
very helpful. Cook 30 minutes in 
300 degree oven. Serve with the 
on. This recipe is one of the 
oldest known French recipes. It 
has been passed down through 
the ages and is honored by both 
historians and gourmets.

Danger From Insecticides 
By Glen R. Shepherd, M.D. 


EW and very poisonous insec- 

ticides threaten the lives of 

careless farmers. By acutely 
disrupting nervous system func- 
tion, they poison in the same way 
that war nerve gases do. Their 
symptoms and antidotes are re- 
portedly identical to those of war 
nerve gases. 

These substances are known as 
DFP, TEPP, and parathion. They 
kill either by absorption through 
the skin or breathing the fine 
powder or spray during use. 
These insecticides have a good 
over-all safety record because 
most workers, who use them have 
been careful they have followed 
the instructions accurately. 

However, three fatal and sev- 
eral serious non-fatal poisonings 
have occurred during handling or 
application of parathion sprays or 
dusts in the field. Three other 
fatal and seven non-fatal cases of 
parathion poisoning occurred in 
processing plants in 1948 and

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literally jamming nervous system 
switches. They stop the action of 
a necessary body chemical which 
itself moves another chemical 
generated by nerve-impulses a 
fraction of a second after the 
nerve impulses have passed along. 
Thus, the nervous system is help- 
less. 

The commonest symptoms of 
parathion poisoning are vomiting, 
abdominal cramps, profuse per- 
spiration, muscle twitching, eye 
pupil constriction, shortness of 
breath, and stupor or coma. When 
a fatal dose is absorbed through 
the skin or inhaled, death occurs 
in one to 21 hours after the be- 
ginning of symptoms. 

All persons who have been 
poisoned by parathion, DFP, or 
TEPP were careless in allowing 
the dust or spray to get on mod- 
eraftely large areas of their skin. 
They did not wear protective 
clothing, they allowed their ordi- 
nary clothing to become soaked 
without changing it and washing 
themselves with soap and water. 

Farmers who expose themselves 
to this insecticide repeatedly may 
be slightly careless at first and 
not note symptoms of poisoning. 
These previous doses of parathion 
increase vulnerability so that a 
smaller and usually non-fatal 
amount of spray or powder proves 
fatal. This increased sensitivity 
from previous exposures lasts 
three weeks to three months. 

x X * 

THE ‘ANTIDOTE is atropine, 
itself a poison if not carefully 
used. It must not be used until 
the diagnosis of parathion or 
nerve-gas poisoning has been 
made. 

Poisoning can be entirely pre- 
vented by keeping parathion pow- 
ders and liquids off the skin or 
elothes and away from inhaled 
air. At the first hint of illness, 
all contact with the insecticide 
must be stopped and the skin im- 
mediately washed all over with 
soap and water. A doctor should 
be called. 

In rural areas where the anti- 
dote may not be Benson / avail- 
able, the foreman should keep 
1-100 grain tablets of poe

a biscuit?. That's most im- 
portant, whether you start 
from scratch and cut in the 
shortening, or use a mix. When 
a liquid is added, it must be just 
the right amount to make a light, 


H AVE YOU a light hand with 


just enough to blend the milk 
into the flour mixture. Over- 
mixing makes a tough biscuit, and 
that is something that nobody 
Jikes. It seems strange that with 
the same ingredients; such very 
different types of biscuits can be 
turned out but we all know that 
this is true. 


You will note that the recipe in- 
dicates two-thirds to three-quar- 
ters of a cup of milk rather than 
a definite amount. The reason for 
this is that sometimes flour may 
have a little higher starch con- 
tent than other times. Stir in the 
two-thirds cup of milk quickly, 
then, if your dough is not soft, 
add more. If you happen to have 
added just a little bit extra, 
isprinkle your board generously 
with. flour and roll the dough in 
(it gently for half a minute, just 
‘until it is smooth enough to roll 
or press out. 

If you plan a shortcake, cut in 
a few extra tablespoons of short- 
ening, roll the dough rather thin 
and after cutting, spread one of

the rounds with softened dough 


before covering with another. The 
dough may be varied in other 
ways, depending upon the pur- 
pose for which it is to be used. 
If you like, the biscuits may be 
brushed with milk before they 
are baked and this gives a good 
color to the crust. You may even 
use egg yolk diluted with water 
for a. golden crust. Diluted egg 
white is a topping that is also a 
favorite. And just one more note,

piping hot. There is nothing like 
good hot biscuits.

Two cups sifted flour, three 
teaspoons baking powder, one 
teaspoon salt, two tablespoons 
shortening, two-thirds to three- 
fourths cup milk. 

Sift together flour, 
powder and salt. Cut or rub in 
shortening until mixture is 
crumbly. Add milk to make a 
soft dough. Turn out on lightly 


floured board and knead gently 


30 seconds. Roll out one-half inch 
thick. Cut with floured biscuit 
cutter or sharp knife. Bake on 
ungreased baking sheet in hot 
oven (450 degrees) 10 to 12 
minutes, Yield: About 12 one and 
one-fourth inch biscuits.
